FREEDOM PLEDGE 


FOR PHILIPPINES 


Independence Plan Enact- 


ment Echoed by Manila 


Celebration. 


WASHINGTON. (&>. President 


Roosevelt wrote upon the statute 
books a plan for the complete free- 
dom of the Philippine islands in 
1945 or soon thereafter. 
^ To the click of cameras and in 
the presence of authors of the 
measure and members of the Phil- 
ippine independence mission, the 
president signed the McDuffie-Ty- 
dings independence law passed this 
week, and Philippine leaders an- 
nounced immediately it would be 
accepted on May 1 by their legis- 
lature. 
"This is a great day for you and 


for me," the president told Presi- 
dent Quezon of the Philippine sen- 
ate, adding that if invited he would 
attend the inaugural ceremonies of 
the new republic ten to twelve 
years hence. 
Senator Tydings, co-sponsor of 


the measure, said May 1 had been 
designated as acceptance date for 
the bill to honor the memory of 
Admiral Dewey, who steamed in. 
destroyed the Spanish armada, and 
took Manila bay on that date in 
1898. 
Enactment of the measure came 


almost exactly*thirty-three years 
after American troops captured 
General Aguinaldo to end the Fili- 
pino insurrection on March 23, 
1901. General Aguinaldo now lives 
In comparative pensioned retire- 
ment in island politics. 


Warns Against Taxes. 


Signing of the bill, which is a 
re-enactment with a few modifica- 
tions of the Hawes-Cutting law 
which passed congress fourteen 
months ago, was accompanied by 
a warning from Secretary Dern 
against taxation of Philippine im- 
ports prior to independance. 


"We still have obligations to 


these people, and trade restrictions 
such as proposed now in a bill be- 
fore congress would violate the 
spirit of this act," said the secre- 
tary after he witnessed signing cf 
the law. 


He referred to the proposed ap- 


plication of a three cent a pound 
excise tax en PfflllppUU" coconut 
oil, contained in the general rev- 
enue bill now before the senate. 


Recalling he had already voiced 


presidential objections to this tax- 
ation, the secretary said: "We 
ought not to spoil our fine record 
in the Philippines thru an unjust 
taxation act at the last minute. 
An excise tax is equivalent to a 
tariff and we have no right to 
apply the tariff to these islands 
until they become free." 


Welcomed in Manila. 


MANILA. (Sunday.) ta>). Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's signing of the 
Philippine independence bill was 
followed within a few minutes by 
the shriefing of whistles and ring- 
ing of bells as the news was 
flashed to Manila. 
It was early Sunday morning In 


Manila when the bill was signed 
by the president at noon Saturday 
In Washington, but arrangements 
were made in advance for a noisy 
hailing of the proffer of separate 
government 
The jubilation was more evident 


than it was fifteen months ago 
when the Hawes-Cutting indipend- 
ence bill was enacted over Presi- 
dent Hoover's veto. Then factions 
were divided, and It was widely 
sensed the legislature would reject 
the freedom offer, as it did the 
following October.

With his companion Julian was 


finishing an elaborate dinner in 
the Astor House. Excusing him- 
self soon after midnight, Julian 
wentjtoja room which he had en- 
gaged and took a heavy dose of 
poison. 


Miss Levy, waiting at the din- 


ner-table, became alarmed at the 
delay,-went to the room and found 
Julian already in the grip of the 
poison. Julian was hurried to a 
hospital, where be failed to regain 
consciousness. Death came five 
hours after he had taken the 
poison. 


Learning he had died, Miss Levy 


rushed back to the hotel and took

Holdup Is Fifth in Lincoln 


Within 12 Days—Pair 


Flee on Foot. 


A pair of unmasked robbers, 


each about 30, armed with blue 
steel pistols, held up a Piggly 
Wiggly store at 9th and N sts. 
shortly before 7:30 p. m. Satur- 
day, took approximately $25 from 
the cash register, and fled to the 
east on N st 


The robbery was the fifth staged 


in Lincoln in twelve days. None of 
the men in these holdups has been 
apprehended by police. The holdup 
Saturday night apparently was 
staged by "new talent," since the 
descriptions did not tally with any 
of those given for previous rob- 
beries. 
Al Wergin, manager of the 


store, said that the men didn't dis- 
play any nervousness and were in 
the store for only a few minutes. 
So quietly was the robbery staged 
that John Shrader, .an employe 
who walked onto the main floor 
from the basement while the men 
were in the store, did not realize 
what was going on until they left. 


The men warned Wergin not to 


call police until ten minutes after 
their departure. He delayed calling 
for several minutes and officers 
were unable to find any trace of 
the men. 
Wergin was standing by the 


cash register, at the front of the 
store, with a customer when the 
bandits entered. They were ordered 
to "stand back and keep your 
mouth shut" The bandits then 
cleaned the register of its contents, 
then ran out of the store, turning 
to the east There were more than 
a half dozen customers in the store 
at the» time, none of whom was 
molested by the robbers. 


One of the men, according .to the 


description given police, is about 
six feet tall, 30 years old,' weighs 
200 pounds and was wearing a 
blue shirt, a light cap and gloves. 
Tfie other is about 30, five feel 
seven inches tall, . weighs 150 
pounds, wore a blue overcoat a 
light cap, and gloves. Police were 
unable to determine whether the 
men had used a. car during the 
holdup, but they thought the two 
men were seen about the city Sat- 
urday afternoon driving a tan Au- 
burn coupe with a light colored 
top.

laxing in Demands on 


Part of France. 


LONDON. (JV. British statesmen 


were 
represented 
as 
believing 


there is only the faintest hope of 
breaking the European arms dead- 
lock. They expect France to show 
no signs of relaxing her demands 
for security when she replies to 
oral inquiries from Great Britain 
for an amplification of the French 
disarmament note published last 
night. This anticipation cast gloom 
over Whitehall, and British official 
quarters said they could see no 
reason for calling a proposed con- 
" -ence outside Geneva of principal 
-yjfcers in an effort to save the 
disarmament cause. American par- 
ticipation in such a meeting has 
been suggested, but the British 
view is that continuation of bi- 
lateral negotiations holdi the only 
prospect, tho very faint, of solv- 
ing the knotty problem. 


Exchanges 
between ambassa- 


dors began last week regarding 
the French communication, but, 
said official circles, they have so 
far been "inconclusive." Sanctions 
against an aggressor, territorial 
guarantees, and guarantees for the 
execution of a disarmament pact 
are expected to be the price France 
will continue to demand for a lim- 
ited 
rearmament 
of Germany 


while keeping her own arms at 
present levels. 
With the next move in the tangle 


apparently up to Britain, the gov- 
ernment seeks more information 
on the French stand and plans a 
meeting of the cabinet's disarma- 
ment subcommittee to study the 
French message more in detail. 
Some persona close to the govern- 
ment saw in the Paris document 
a rejejction of British proposals to 
which the note replied. Rumors in 
Paris said Geneva disarmament 
circles and London are considering 
whether to put out "feelers" in 
Washington 
to 
determine 
the 


American position toward guaran- 
tees of security. The French com- 
munication said bluntly that the 
Geneva parley may be regarded as 
dead if Britain does not guarantee 
help against an aggressor. 


League of Nations circles be- 


.jeved the French note indicated a 
belief that the rearming of Ger- 
many was inevitable.

Of course, in order to explain 


fully how any particular shot can 
be played correctly, one must de- 
scribe the whole of the correct 
swing.

first thing is to see that 


the distribution - of weight a1 


the top of the swing Is such that 
hi hitting through, the player will 
not have to fall back upon his 
right foot in order to maintain his 
balance. 


This means that a preponderance 


of weight must not rest upon the 
left leg at this point. An ap- 
proximately equal division between 
the two feet is correct, and this 
can be arrived at by starting with 
an equal division in the address 
position and completing the baek- 
swing by a simple turn of the body 
without transference either way 


When the wind-up of the hips 
has been completed in the back- 
swing, the unwinding must start 
before the clubhead begins its re- 
turn to the ball. And at the same 
time the hips must shift slightly 
forward in order to move the cen- 
ter of the swing in that direction. 
In no case must this center be 
allowed to move backward, for 
then the ball must be struck up- 
ward or very much across. 


much, done correctly, gives 


a fair assurance that a de- 


scending blow can be delivered 
But it can be undone in an instant 
if the hands begin to move the 
club too soon. The angle between 
the left arm and the dub has been 
made more acute by the pull of 
the left hip, as it began unwind- 
ing, against the club still swinging 
up. If, in over-anxiousness to hit, 
the player should throw the club- 
head 
from the top and thus 
straighten out the angle at which 
his wrists are cocked, his hope of 
bitting down passes Immediately. 
The arc of his downswing nasses 
straightway 
beyond its proper 


groove, and the only chance of 
bringing it to the ball lies hi a 
sort of lifting, shovelling action, 
performed mainly with the shoul- 
ders and arms. This Is what a 
great many players do when they 
try to hit unusually hard. 


This wrist-cock must be retained 
through the early stages of the 
downswing. The momentum must 
come from the unwinding of the 
hips. At the same time, the right 
elbow moves down close to 
the 
side of the body, and the swing 
remains on the player's side of the 
ball, whence it can direct the club, 
in hitting, approximately along the 
line of night.

The delegate assem- 
bly of the N. H. B. A. A., at its 
recent annual session, dipped into 
the bag and pulled out a strange 
kind of rabbit, the same taking the 
form of a freak rule which flouts 
and violates all the known stand- 
ards dealing yith the subject ol 
amateurism and athletic eligibility. 
The rule hi question, now a part 


of the organic law of the associa- 
tion, gives official sanction to ath- 
letio practices by high school boys 
' :h, should any of them fall into 


.— trap, will bar the unsuspecting 
prepsters from future participation 
in intercollegiate athletics. 
The delegates, surely unwittingly, 


gave approval to a constitutional 
amendment permitting the youths 
of the state to commercialise and 
capitalize their athletic talents. It 
will make it possible for them to 
actually take money for participa- 
tion in sports, provided the ac- 
ceptance has nothing to do with 
high school athletics. 
The single exception, aceordtac 


to the rule, is that the boys shall 
not affiliate with baseball clubs in 
any of the professional leagues. A* 
to all other athletic activities, the 
door is wide open; the boy may 
run wild in "chasing the asaney" 
and still be eligible for high school 
b ports. 


rp^HE Big Six conference and 
JL every other prominent inter- 
collegiate conference in the nation 
can have but one answer to that, 
to-wit: The youngster who makes 
a commodity of his athletic ability, 
accepting compensation for 
his 


services, will place himself in the 
position of hanging a halter on his 
own neck. 
All 
collegiate 
conferences of 


prominence, the A A. TJ. included, 
have strict statutes forbidding the 
practices mentioned and the boy 
who offends against these stand- 
ards, even when in high school, is 
forever forbidden to participate in 
intercollegiate athletics. 


What's to be done about it? One 


recourse is for the member schools 
\o( the N. H. S. A. A. to undo the 


by means of repealing-the 
ng rule via a referendum. 


But repeal might not be easily ac- 
complished, as not teas than 51 
percent of the schools most Uke 
part in the referendum and two- 
thirds of the votes cast must be in 
favor of repeal. 


IS no secret that the athletic 


authorities at the University of 


Nebraska are much disturbed over 
the present situation. Cornhusker 
athletic teams are at least 95 per 
cent recruited from material com- 
ing up from Nebraska high schools. 
The Benders. Chamberlins and 


Lockes of the past and the Sauers. 
Lanoues and Lambertuses of the 
present all sprang from Nebraska 
soil. Without them and their kind, 
the history of Comhuslcer athletics 
largely would be a blank page. 
Pending possible repeal of-the 


*cfaon of the delegate assembly by 
t'eferendum, it occurs to the writer 
Uiat the athletic department of the 
state university should act promptly 
in heralding a sweeping warning to 
the high school boys of the state of 
the consequences that would follow 
any offense against the ethics of 
amateurism.

"The 
Fletcher-Rayburn bill and 


the Securities act of 1933, con- 
sidered together, have three basic 
objectives, some of which are ex- 
pressed, others of which are im- 
plied. These are: To protect pur- 
chasers of corporate securities 
from loss; to give the government 
comprehensive control over the ac- 
quisition and use of capital funds 
by corporate business; to provide 
the means for comprehensive fed- 
eral control over the management 
of business corporations. 


To License Exchanges. 


"No security market may be op- 


erated as an exchange without li- 
cense from the federal trade com- 
mission, and no security-market 
may operate in the manner known 
as 'over the counter' except on 
such terms and conditions as the 
federal trade commission may fix, 
should the Fletcher-Rayburn bill 
become law. 


"The 
commission is given wide 


powers to determine the conditions 
of licensing an exchange, but cer- 
tain drastic terms are laid down 
in the bill itself as a minimum that 
must be required by the commis- 
sion for such licensing. 
The bill 


places such exchanges and their 
members under the most extended 
and detailed control of the com- 
mission. 
"The consent of the commission 


would be necessary under the 
terms of the Fletcher-Rayburn 
bill to list any security . . . the 
operations of the essential func- 
tions of any informal over the 
counter securities are left to the 
unlimited control of the Federal 
Trade commission, and that body 
is plainly expected to exercise ef- 
fective supervision over any such 
market." 


"The 
lending of money on any 


listed security by any person, cor- 
poration, or other business organ- 
ization, including a bank, is closely 
regulated by the terms of the bill 
itself and by rules and regulations 
that the commission is empowered 
to issue in respect thereof. Strictly 
interpreted the bill prohibits the 
extension of iny credit by the 
banks on any unlisted security. 


Stock Owners Unprotected. 
"The measures would not pro- 


tect security owners against loss. 
The lack of a broad market for se- 
curities, and the enforced constrac- 
tion of loans against securities im- 
posed by these measures would so 
diminish the liquidity of securities 
as to subject security owners to 
great risk of loss.

Even the issuance of the state- 


ment by the automobile chamber 
of commerce led to further dis- 
putes. Labor men charged it was 
violation of an agreement by both 
sides with 
President Roosevelt, 


that neither side should make any 
formal 
announcement, 
but that 


such a statement should be-for the 
president to make. 


To the manufacturers' proposal 
that the companies be allowed to 
check the union list against the 
payroll, the workers contended 
they had no assurance the manu- 
facturers would not use names on 
the list to discriminate against the 
members. 


"On the contrary," the automo- 


bile chamber statement replied, 
"the manufacturers have agreed to 
an impartial board to pass on any 
cases of alleged discrimination and 
to have its findings reviewed by 
a board created by NRA. Thus 
there is no warrant for the union's 
claim that there will be discrim- 
ination." 


The manufacturers' statement 
also said in retort to the proposal 
for a government check of the 
union list, that "no outside agency 
can check the union claims against 
the payrolls and come to any fair 
decision without disclosing the 
names to" the manufacturers." 


With 
many of the workers' 


spokesmen prepared to leave for 
home there was an air of increased 
tension when the labor men gath- 
ered at the American Federation 
of Labor headquarters to talk over 
the new development. The next 
meeting for them was a confer- 


Roosevelt, by Phil Raymond, who 
described himself as national sec- 
retary of the Auto Workers union. 
Raymond 
urged 
an 
immediate 


strike. His letter said: 


"Successive delays in calling the 


strike which was voted for by the 
automobile workers result in the 
workers .missing the opportunity to 
strike during 
peak 
production, 


when the strike is most likely to 
be successful. These delays were 
requested ty the president and 
eagerly acceded to by American 
Federation of Labor leaders sub- 
servient to the interests of the em- 
ployers. 
Further 
delays 
enable 


the employers to pile up stock, 
supply their markets, and be fully 
prepared to crush the resistence of 
the workers at a time chosen by 
the automobile manufacturers." 


Keep Working at 
Detroit. 


'DETROIT. 
<JP). Rumblings of 


strike threats receded further into 
the background as Michigan's au- 
tomobile plants completed their 
fourth day of unimpeded operation 
since a walkout called for last 
Wednesday was deferred at Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's 
request. Their 


hopes for a favorable settlement 
fanned fay optimistic telegrams 
from their leaders in Washington, 
unionmen in Detroit, Flint, Pon- 
tiac and Lansing apparently were 
acceding willingly to the request 
of William Green, American Fed- 
eration of Labor president, that 
strike action be withheld "until we 
send further word." 


No one in authority would haz- 


ard an opinion on how long the 
men would be willing to wait. Some 
labor leaders said, privately, that 
they anticipated no difficulty in 
holding the men in line so long as 
there were prospects of settlement. 
Others said they could hold out lit- 
tle hope for continued deferment 
if it seemed there would be aa in- 
definite delay in reaching conclu- 
sions.

VETO STII1JAN6S HEAVY 


Action on Veterans' Bill Put 


Over to Monday. 


WASHINGTON. CP>. Failure of 
senate factions to reach an agree- 
ment in formal conferences over 
whether 29,000 World war vet- 
erans should be restored to the 
rolls with or without review of 
their presumptive disability claims 
necessitated postponement of floor 
action on the mil containing the 
provisions until Monday. 
Admin- 


istration leaders reiterated that 
President Roosevelt would veto the 
bill if congress adopted either the 
senate Steiwer amendment, plac- 
ing these veterans back on the 
\ rolls with all of their former com- 
pensation, or the bouse Taber pro- 
vision for 75 percent restoration, 
both without review. 


Whether this issue can be set- 


tled in conference between the two 
houses was a -question 
that 


stumped democratic chieftains, but 
they agreed the veterans' contro- 
versy probably would be returned 
to conference in view of the fail- 
ure of opposing factions to get to- 
gether. 


Senator Robinson, 
democratic 


leader, said after the senate quit 
for the day that a motion would 
be made Monday tc concur in tbe 
bouse provision for restoring one- 
third of the 15 percent federal pay 
slash as of Feb. 1, and another 
third July 1.

Methodist church at Lexington, 
former pastor here, and is a pre- 
sentation of the life of Jesus 
Christ. Since Jan 1, townspeople 
here have been working on their 
parts. Costumes are kept from 
year to year, and additions made 
each year, until the spectacle has 
grown to the proportions of an im- 
mense theatrical production.

Northwestern Lecturer Was 


German Consul Prior to 


the Nazi Regime. 


Dr. Hugo F Simon, for twenty- 


five years an officer in the Ger- 
man army, and now on the staff 
of Northwestern university, will 
speak at the last university speak- 
ing: convocation Thursday at 11 
a. m. in the Temple theater. His 
subject will be "Is Democracy 
Doomed?" 


Doctor Simon served during the 


World war on the general staff un- 
der Gen. Oberst von Moltke. Re- 
ceiving his doctor's degree from 
the University of Berlin in 1921, 
he entered the ministry of recon- 
struction as secretary to Minister 
Walter Rathenau, whom he accom- 
panied on missions to London, 
Paris, and Cannes. 


When Doctor Rathenau became 


Foreign minister in February, 1922, 
Doctor Simon was associated with 
Sim in the Geneva conference. 
After Rathenau's death, Doctor 
Simon was made head of the repa- 
ration division of the German for- 
eign office. In 1925/he published a 
book entitled "Reparation and Re- 
construction." 


During 1925 and 1926 Doctor 


Simon was a member of the Ger- 
man embassy in London. In 1927 
le was made consul general in 
Chicago, a position which he held 
until unseated by the nazi regime 
to August, 1933. Doctor Simon Is 
now a lecturer in the department 
of political science at Northwest- 
era, He has also given lectures at 
ie University of Chicago and 
Minnesota.

braska will have seven CCC camps 
Tor the next six months was made 
here by Col. Allen S. Peck, re- 
gional forester, with headquarters 
n Denver. "There is no question 
but what Nebraska camps have 
done some very important work/' 
Colonel Peck said. "We hope they 
will be continued until March 31, 
1935."

Colonel Peck' said the camps at: 


Chadron and Crawford will be dis- 
continued and the camps moved to 
new locations. The camps at Red 
31oud and Alma will be moved to 
Otoe and Johnson counties to 
carry on soil erosion and water 
conservation work. The latter will 
be for six months' duration after 
which it is hoped that they will 
be moved back to Red Cloud and 
Alma. 


Another camp will be located in 


central Nebraska to work in ero- 
sion control demonstrational area. 
Two biological survey camps will 
work at Valentine and at Crescent 


ke bird refuge in Garden county. 


Two conservation projects will be 
carried o» by 'rsmps -In Knox 
county and at the Halsey forest 
E-'Thomas county. Colonel Peck 
said Nebraska camps 
will be 
irought up to full strength every 
three months.

WASHINGTON.—When anyone 


extends a band across the aeas 
these days, it is customary to look 
In his sleeve for chisels. The Jap- 
anese have big sleeves. Our state 
department skeptics looked into 
them thoroly after Japanese For- 
eign Minister Hirota wrote that 
mash note to State Secretary Hull. 
They thought it was too good to 
be true. They still think so. 


You may have noticed that 


President Roosevelt had nothing 
to say about the subject. When the 
matter was broached at a press 
conference, he failed to recall that 
there had been an exchange of 
notes between the Japanese and 
his state secretary. 


Also, Secretary Hull gave out 


the notes without the usual state- 
ment about such things "herald- 
ing a new era of peace," etc., etc. 
There are reasons why. 


The Japanese note was handed 
to Mr. Hull Feb. 27. That was ex- 
actly one week before the date set 
for crowning Japan's choice, Henry 
Pu Yi, as emperor of Manchukuo. 


It did not take Mr. Hull long to 


catch the trick in that. If he re- 
plied before the mock enthrone- 
ment of Pu Yi, it would look as if 
he 
approved. 
Any 
reciprocal 


friendly feeling he expressed for 
Japan would be interpreted in the 
light of the Pu Yi coronation. 
What Mr. Hull and the rest of the 
world think about the Manchukuo 
matter is well known. They have 
toW Japan plenty of times they 
wfll not recognize the territory 
gained by Japanese conquest. So 
Mr. Hull slipped the honeyed words 
of Foreign Minister Hirota in the 
bottom drawer of his desk, and 
breathed not a word to a soul. 


Two days after the coronation, 


he wrote his reply. That was ex- 
actly nine days after the Hirota 
note was received. In the reply he 
was just as nice and just as indefi- 
nite as the Japanese foreign min- 
ister was. 


The truth is President Roosevelt, 


Mr. Hull, et al., would likt to see 
something important arise from 
the Japanese 
gesture, but they 


know It is well nigh impossible. 


They fully expect Japan will 


follow her note with a definite pro- 
posal for a bilateral naval agree- 
ment sometime within t the next 
few days. They also know they will 
have to sidestep or reject such a 
proposal. 


All our current naval agreements 


with Japan include Great Britain. 
We would not change them with- 
out consulting the ex-mistress of 
the seas. 


That was one of the hidden 
meanings in Mr. Hull's reply. Mr. 
Hirota intimated Japan would like 
to talk with the United States 
alone about Pacific problems. In 
reply Mr. Hull expressed a hope 
that "all the countries which have 
interests in the far east" might 
approach the problem together. 


The significance of that phrase 


was obvious to London and Tokyo. 


Even more important is the fact 


that we know what the Japanese 
proposal will be. They want naval 
equality, not the short end of the 
5-3 ratio now existing. 


There is no gain for us in agree- 


ing to equality. We are building. 
Our resources are limitless. Japan 
has^about reached the limit of her 
taxing ability. 
An 
agreement 


would stop us. 


The Japanese also want revision 


of the law excluding them as im- 
migrants. The state department 
has a secret office memo on that 
subject The memo was written by 


one of its division* for private use. 
It counsels against reopening the 
immigration question at this time 
because congress enacted the law 
and congress la in no mpod to 
change it This is a congressional 
election year. Pacific coast states 
have some very decided views on 
Japanese exclusion. 
/ 


The third thing wanted by the 
Jananese is recognition of Man- 
chukuo. That is Impossible unless 
we want to take back everything 
we have said during the past two 
years. 


The bidden root of the current 


move is Russo-Japanese relations. 
The friendly 
Japanese 
gesture 


toward us is probably the best hint 
*that she expects war with the 
soviet*. The Japanese want us on 
their side, or at least neutral. We 
will be neutral, but nothing more. 


The army air corps is not tak- 


ing its mail troubles tragically. 
They seem to believe their ten 
comrades who have died would 
have been eager to sacrifice their 
lives if they could have foreseen 


the benefits the service may de- 
rive. 


Particularly they are 
cheerful 


about getting away from domina- 
tion by the army general staff, and 
getting more Appropriations frora^ 
congress for modcrnlwitlbn, 


An important official in a bu- 


reau under the treasury depart- 
ment Is about to resign. Higher 
officials did not care for his tac- 
tics, but the parting will be ami- 
cably arranged for political pur- 
poses. 


Ogden Mills took care to say 


thruout his New York speech that 
be was not speaking for tbe re- 
publican party, but only for him- 
self. That was the result of Inner 
complaints from the congressional 
group that in a previous speech 
Mills unwittingly created the im- 
pression he was speaking for tht 
party.

Brisson 


was owner of a theater and a 
star; Garbo a shy blushing young 
jirl, fresh and charming, and with 
ittle promise that she would 
amount to anything more than a 
hairdresser. The actor doesn't ad- 
mit that difference in their 
sta- 


tions had anything to do with his 
cool acceptance of Garbo's hom- 
age. 
Garbo was between fifteen 


and sixteen years of age at 
the 


:ime. Brisson was established, had 
many things on bis mind, had 
many women paying him homage. 
Under such circumstances, only 
an outstanding personality be- 
comes 
more than a fan to the 


actor. 


Brisson says of Garbo: "I re- 


member her appearance then quite 
well. 
She was tall and well- 


formed, a typical Norse girl with 
a clean rosy complexion and ex- 
tremely frank eyes. I saw her as 
often as twice a day as I passed 
to and from my theater. One eve- 
ning, quite unexpectedly, this girl 
presented me with a bouquet of 
violets and was so shy and charm- 
ing about it all that both the gift 
and the girl embarrassed 
me. 


This little one-sided 
admiration 


continued for some time before the 
girl admitted that she liked both 
me and my work." 


Then, it seems, Brisson accepted 


an offer to appear hi a picture 
which the great Swedish director, 
Mauritz Stiller, was making. Fate 
stepped in and ended this first 
'crush" of Garbo's—then Greta 
Gustaffsen. Brisson and Garbo did 
not meet again until 1928. 
This 


time they met in London. Bris- 
son had become a star in English 
pictures and plays and was very 
important in the British entertain- 
ment world. He had completely 
forgotten Greta Gustaffsen. 


One of his pictures was being 


premiered at a London theater and 
thousands came to see it. Among 
them was Garbo. They met in the 
center of the lobby in true melo- 
dramatic style. Brisson thought 
he was greeting & more worldly 
and more beautiful Greta Gustaff- 
sen. 
You see for years he had 


been trying to place this famous 
Garbo in his mind, and had failed. 
Then, as he faced Garbo, he recog- 
nized the little hairdresser's girl 
who had once had a crush on him 
and who had given him violets. 
Brisson laughingly describes the

Money for Cathedral—Lady 


Vestey a Nebraskan. 


(From Time.) 
When churches and cathedrals 


arise in the United States, there 
are Presbyterian Mellons to give 
money, Baptist Rockefellers, Cath- 
olic Bradys, Raskobs and Mackays, 
Episcopal Morgans, Bakers, Coch- 
rans, Princes and Mathers. 
In 


Europe there are so many old 
cathedrals that a modern one is 
news. Last week Liverpool Cathe- 
dral was doubly news when it ac- 
quired a handsome benefaction 
from the Vesteys, one of Britain's 
richest families. 
For thirty years' this largest 


cathedral in England has been ris- 
ing on St. Jame Mount in Liver- 
pool. A $2,000,000 edifice designed 
by Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, it was 
dedicated by the Church of Eng- 
land two' years ago. In industrial 
Liverpool, where Rome is strong, 
the Catholics are also building a 
mighty cathedral. But last week 
Rt. Rev. Albert Augustus David's 
cathedral seemed a little in the 
lead. 
To it Sir Edmund Hoyle 


Vestey, 68, and his brother, Wil- 
liam ' Vestey, Baron Vestey, 75, 
promised £220,000 ($1,200,000) to 
build a vast central tower 327 feet 
high in memory of their parents. 


Botn in Liverpool, the Vesteys 


rank with Swift, Armour and Wil- 
son in the world's meat trade. 
When British retailers would not 
buy frozen meat twenty-five years 
ago, the Vesteys set up their own 
shops which now number some 
4,000. 
When they could not get 


refrigerated space on ships from 
South America, they bought their 
own vessels, founded their own 
Blue Star Line Limited. Famed is 
"Lady Vestey, born Evelyn Brod- 
stone of Superior, Neb. Farm-bred, 
she became stenographer to Baron 
Vestey. later a $250,00-a-year ex- 
ecutive ("highest-salaried woman 
in the world"), and in 1924 the 
second Lady Vestey.

ATTACK TAXJREE POLICY 


Red Cloud Power Plant Has 


Been Carrying Citf. 


RED CLOUD, Neb.—Seldom has 


a tax free policy to city govern- 
ment been put to a vote for en- 
dorsement, but such appears to be 
the situation here as the city elec- 
tion draws near. The present ad- 
ministration is being assailed from 
this angle, the opposition contend- 
ing that while there has been no 
general fund levy made the past 
two years the municipal 
power 


plant has paid the way, resulting 
in heavy consumers of power and 
water carrying the load.

of theycity should be taken care of j ^JS?J«?~L ^dnmced 
partly from taxation and partly 
from the earnings of the water and 
light department, and if necessary 
the present levy of 6 mills to cover 
the bonded indebtedness of the city 
should be increased and the water 
and power rates reduced. 


The administration, 
headed by 


Mayor F. E. Maurer, contends that 
the tax free policy was an experi- 
ment brought about by popular de- 
mand after being started by other 
towns in Nebraska and northern 
Kansas. They cite to their critics 
that since 1928 there have been 
three reductions in the rates, which 
now compare favorably with those 
ia other Nebraska towns of the 
same size. 
The mayor says that tho all ex- 


penses of operation, as well as in- 
terest on paving and intersection 
bonds, have been paid, a reserve 
fund of $44.000 has been built up 
to retire bonded indebtedness as it 
comes due. Further, expenditures 
during the past five years include 
S30.000 for an additional engine at 
the power house, along with sev- 
eral thousand dollars spent to in- 
crease the efficiency of the plant, 
a considerable sum spent on the 
two parks, a "white way" installed 
in the business section, a power 
line constructed to the CCC camp 
two miles from the city and more 
than half the cost of CWA pro- 
jects, such as graveling all un- 
paved streets, in the town and 
piping water to the cemetery, all 
from city funds.

THY KING COMETH UNTO THEE. 


This was not really a signal triumph in comparison with 


that pomp and circumstance with which Roman conquerors 
celebrated their conquests. But it was the one day in His brief 
career which might have recalled to the Savior's mind the royal 
honors of which He had' stripped Himself when He came to 


earth to be born in the bin-yard and became 
the servant of all. 


The very hosannas—"holy hurrahs," as 


the word means—of His up-country com- 
panions and His new found city admirers 
who had been drawn to Him by His wonder 
work and His wonder words, may have 
seemed to the palm bearing, psalm singing 
crowd to herald His earthly coronation, but 
the calm rider on the robe strewn highway 
well knew that this royal demonstration 
would only whet the blood lust of His ene- 
mies. He and He alone, on this sun bright 
Palm Sunday could look ahead thru the 
clouds of that stormy week to the black 
eclipse of Good Friday. Yes, we believe He 


looked over Calvary's hill to the real triumph of the Easter day. 
There were fluttering hearts among those who shouted the 
loudest hosannas. They trusted that Jesus of Nazareth, a 
prophet mighty in deed and word before God and all the people 
was He that should redeem Israel, 


Most of us who read these words have at some time hailed 


Him as King of our lives. It may have been long ago that we 
welcomed His sovereignty with hosannas. Have we stood the 
test of steel any better than those disciples? Have we betrayed 
Him? Have we fled from Him? Is the mockery which He 
suffered hi these days due in any degree to our faithlessness? 
At the beginning of this week which commemorates His passion 
shall not we who once vowed Him allegiance bow the knee to 
Him again with prayer for pardon for past disloyalty, and make 
a solemn pledge to serve Him to the end?

•' While 200 strikers massed out- 
aide in city hall plaza, the confer- 
ees listened to details of the plebis- 
cite after frequent outbursb were 
exchanged. 


"All my men want is to be let 


alone by these racketeers, hood- 
lums and communists," 
declared 


G. E. Kamm, head of the Associa- 
tion of Terminal 
Drivers. "As 


American citizens we demand the 
protection necessary so they can. 
go on the streets and earn a liv- 
ing." 
' Sam Orner, one of the strike 
leaders, jumped to his feet in pro- 
test. "Are we to sit here and be 
called names by the 'lickspittle' of

Terminal 
company?"

Bernard S. Deutsch, president of 


the board of Alderman, who has 
been negotiating a strike settle- 
ment, warned both sides to refrain 
from personalities. Without ask- 
ing any of the groups whether 
they would agree to a plebiscite, 
Deutsch then annouced one would 
3t» held, ading: "I'm telling you 
that la what's going to happen." 
The plebiscite, he said, would be 
conducted on three different days 
among the workers of the three 
-major fleet companies under the 
supervision of the city and the reg- 
inoal labor board.

Governor's Modified Water 


Permits Compared With 


His Original Order. 


Governor Bryan and 
Arthur 


Mullen do not agree in their inter- 
pretation of modifications made by 
the governor in the Sutherland and 
Columbus water right 
permits, 


which were made as a result of 
correspondence between the gover- 
nor and Secretary Ickes. Compar- 
ison of the govrnor's original res- 
ervations with those he finally in- 
corporated in the permits affords 
interesting study. The governor's 
original reservations in question 
were as follows: 


11. Electric power generated by means 
of water power developed under this ap- 
prooriatton may not be used beyond the 
confines of this state, unless all persons, 
firms, and corporations (including munici- 
pal corporations) located In the state of 
Nebraska desiring to 
use such 
electric 
power and offering to pay a reasonable 
price for the game, shall first have been 
supplied with such electric power in ac- 
cordance with their needs. 
12. Electric power generated by means 
ol water power developed under this ap- 
propriation must be offered for sale to all 
persons, firms, and corporations (includ- 
ing municipal corporations) in Nebraska 
on equal terms and without discrimination, 
so that users or purchasers of electric 
power shall always be charged the same 
price for electric power. 
13. For the purpose of affording protec- 
tion 
against 
excessive 
and 
exorbitant 
charges to users and purchasers of electric 
power generated by means of water power 
developed by the exercise of the water 
rights herein granted, it is hereby declared 
that costs entering Into the promotion and 
organization of the applicant are a mat* 
ter of public interest and concern, and 
that the department of roads and irriga- 
tion of the state of Nebraska in protect- 
ing the public welfare in the appropriation 
of the public waters of the state, takes 
Jurisdiction of the payment of such promo- 
tion and organization costs. 
It is hereby 
made one of the conditions of the allow- 
ance of this application that no promotion 
or organization expense shall be paid out 
of any of the funds of the applicant or 
coming to such applicant from any source 
whatever, except a reasonable attorneys' 
fee for legal services actually rendered in 
the preparation of legal documents in con- 
nection with such organization. Such le- 
gal services shall not include promotion 
or lobbying In connection with any loan or 
grant of money or in connection with ob- 
taining these water rights. 
14. The breach of any of the conditions 
herein recited shall be ground for cancel- 
lation and revocation of these water rights 
The governor's modified and fi- 


nal reservations are as follows, 
No. 11 being the same as the orig- 
inal except the words "may not be 
used" are changed to "shall not be 
transmitted," meaning practically 
the same thing: 


11. Electrical power generated by means 
of water power developed under this ap- 
propriation shall not be transmitted or sold 
beyond the confines of this state unless all 
persons, firms and corporations (including 
municipal corporations) located 
in 
the 
state of Nebraska desiring to use such 
electrical power and offering to pay a 
reasonable price for the same shall first 
have been supplied with electrical power 
in accordance with their needs. 
12. To prevent unfair competition be- 
tween private and municipal corporations 
where the same are selling to the same 
area, the rates for such area for electrical 
power shall be the -ame to both at the 
same point of delivery, and all'such rates 
shall be satisfactory to the federal gov- 
ernment. 
13. (The original reservation is omitted 
from the modified reservations.) 
14. The breach of any of the conditions 
herein recited shall be ground for cancella- 
tion or revocation of this water right in 
the manner and upon the terms and con- 
ditions provided by law, and in the ab- 
sence of such law, then such cancellation 
or revocation shall be declared and become 
effective following the procedural requlre- 
trents of section 81-6309 of the compiled 
statutes of Nebraska. 1929. 
This latter section is one provid- 


ing for notice and hearing for can- 
cellation of water appropriations 
that have not been used for a bene- 
ficial purpose for three years.

1. "Collective labor agreement" 
and "trade agreement" are 
terms 


used to describe a bargaining agree- 
ment, as to wages and conditions 
of work, entered into by groups of 
employes, usually organized into a 
brotherhood or union, on one side, 
and groups of employers, or corp- 
orations, such as railroad companies 
on the other side. 


2. Such a collective agreement, be- 


ing a general offer, becomes a bind- 
nig contract when it is adopted 
into, and made a part of, the in- 
dividual contract of each employee. 
A breach of its terms will give rise 
to a cause of action by either party. 


3. The 
terms of the 
collective 
agreement, as included in an in- 
dividual labor contract, ought not 
to be construed narrowly and tech- 
nically, but broadly, so as to ac- 
complish its evident alms and pro- 
tect both the employer and the em- 
ployee.

All in all, the 
Schramm family 


was glad to return to Nebraska. It 
meant another trip in the wagons, 
but Mrs. Schramm was delighted to 
put the canvas 
together, for it 
meant coming back to a state 
where there was some return for 
the physical labor expended. The 
August Schramms settled at Cort« 
and for a while, and then went W 
Pawnee county, residing near Bur- 
chard for thirty-five years. 
The Schramm family and all its 


numerous connections has an an- 
nual reunion the 'first Sunday in 
August in Beatrice. Then, as yes- 
;erday, the tales of pioneer life are 
told. For many years, Mrs. Har- 
riet Schramm spun and wove and 
made the clothes for her children, 
and for years, if he hasn't yet, 
August Schramm kept the last pair 
of "jeans" his mother 
made for 


him. 
Although they were never 
bothered by the Indians, except fw 
minor 
depredations, 
they were 
around constantly, and their pres- 
ence was a threat. It always was 
a relief to have them move on. 


Escaped Indian Vengeance. 


At one time, a group of the 
braves, bent on trouble, shot a cow 
belonging to a neighbor of the 
Schramms.

Expanded To 800 Acres. 


Development of Chadron park has 


long been an aim of the state, and 
oppoitunity came along when Uncle 
Sam asked Nebraska to help put 
several hundred men at work at 
reforestation jobs 
Now the park's 


boundaries include 800 acres. 
Of 


the 175,000 spent to develop the 
park, the government provided $70,- 
000 and the state $5,000. 


In about a month, the last of the 


CCC boy& will be leaving the park, 
•where they were quartered during 
the winter, putting the finishing 
touches to their work, Mr O'Connell 
said. 


During the past year, thousands 


of trees nave been trimmed, diseased 
trees removed and

lions are drying up, and be- 
cause other game birds and 
animals are being shot off 
faster than any p r e s e n t 
method of increase can keep 
up with the loss, there has 
been evolved in the minds of 
the nation's leading sports- 
men and hatched at Washing- 
ton on a scale heretofore un- 
dreamed 
of a scheme of 


restoration designed to make 
hunting conditions something 
like what they were "when 
father was a boy."

Gloomy Outlook Last Year. 


A year ago these gloomy pre- 


dictions were freely given and as 
readily believed. Experts prophesied 
•bout like this: 


"Unless a united effort by the 


hunters and fishers of the 
land 


produces some national plan 
for 


development and control of game 
preserves and breeding areas, then 
we might as well let our guns go 
to rust and put our decoys 
in 


museums. 
We must work solidly 


for some feasible method of re- 
storation that will give back our 
old-time hunting and fishing." 


Well, the boys engaged in a cer- 
tain amount of arguing as to the 
best methods, there was dissension 
and some jealousy between dif- 
ferent organizations, and they got 
nowhere. Nowhere, that is, until 
late last year President Roosevelt 
was approached by men who were 
genuinely interested in the preserv- 
ation of all forms of wild life.

They decided there was needed 


immediately at least 5,000,000 acres 
of submarginal agricultural lands 
to be taken out of production and, 
incidentally, help somewhat toward 
reducing the well known crop sur- 
plus. Then, there should be ac- 
quired gradually an additional 8 to 
10 million acres for wild life pro- 
duction. The government plans, 
anyhow, to take 50,000,000 acres out 
of production, they figured, so why 
not put it to good use? 


Plot Triple Program. 


They proposed that $25,000,000 be 


"ear marked" for the purchase of 
this submarginal land and a similar 
amount from CWA and PWA funds 
for the employment of enough men 
to complete the numerous projects 
that were to be devised. All this 
with a triple purpose: The reduc- 


tion of cultivated acreage, employ- 
ment of thousands of men, and, 
above all, the restoration of Ameri- 
ca's fast dwindling outdoor re- 
sources, whose economic and social 
value is greater than many are 
willing to concede. 


The committee reported that fu- 


ture maintenance could be cared 
for out of revenue from four known 
sources. First, "duck stamp" reve- 
nue, a tax of one dollar on each 
waterfowl hunter; second, part of 
funds to be made available under 
the migratory bird conservation 
act; third, continuation of the pres- 
ent tax on arms and ammunition, 
to w h i c h manufacturers have 
agreed, realizing the market would 
disappear were there no hunting; 
and fourth, the appropriation of 
public funds such as is usually 
made for forests and parks.

When searchers dig into ochre- 


colored soil. Dr. Bell knows that to 
be burned clay. He takes great 
care in uncovering the piece, for 
f ithin it he may have a fireplace. 
Near such spots the Indians prob- 
ably spent much of their time, and 
would be likely to leave their uten- 
sils and treasures. 
An Interesting Find. 


Finding just such a fired bit of 


clay recently. Dr. Bell started scrap- 
ing with his trowel. Soon he struck 
something hard. He took a small 
paint brush, and rubbed away the 
loose dirt to find a small bit of 
pottery. Carefully, he lifted off the 
cover of soil Two marks appeared 
on the surface of the piece. This 
made it a find, and a very inter- 
esting one. Most of the clay pots 
which have stood the strain oT th« 
centuries are smooth, and tell little, 
except in a general way. of the life 
of the Indian owners.

The village of North Tarrytown Is en- 


joying a laugh at John D. Rockefeller, jr.'s 
expense. He recently won a $25,000 verdict 
against the village for taxing him on prop- 
erty outside the town limits. Now, in order 
to raise the money, the village is forced to 
raise the tax rate $1 a thousand and Rocke- 
feller will have to pay $4,000 additional.

The farmers in one western Nebraska

A LAUGHING DEMOCRACY. 
New York theater critics have been try- 


ing to analyze correctly, r.r entertainingly, 
for the benefit of newspaper readers, an opera 
put on in a theater there, allegedly written 
by Gertrude Stein. The production itself found 
praise. It abounds hi humor, sheer gayety and 
that kind of clean nonsense that people ap- 
preciate—not the kind that causes the brow 
to corrugate and the brain to strain in the 
effort to discover whether it makes any kind 
of sense. Because of the wide difference in 
the sort of grim humor some profess to find 
in the books of Miss Stem and the face crack- 
ing fun found in the opera, some critics have 
expressed doubts concerning authorship. But 
that is another matter. 
Regardless of who 


wrote the stage production, New York has 
been made to laugh and later wrinkle its 
brain in the effort to make itself believe that 
Miss Stein had anything to do with it 
Whether she did or did not doesn't matter, 
seriously, since New York has laughed and 
the country at large may be given a chance 
to laugh as well. 


After subsidence of the celebration of 


war's end the world again took up sober and 
exacting tasks coupled with existence. Some 
deep thinker, noting a money grabbing, ma- 
terialistic world over sober at its tasks, sug- 
gested that what everybody needed was to 
take time off to laugh. Laugh at anything 
that might happen to come along, but best 
of all laugh at one's self. The advice seemed 
good and a world that had been super somber 
started to laughing, a few laughing at them- 
selves and some making a pretense of doing 
so. Then came the depression. 


An acute easterner has concluded this 


country laughed itself into the depression. 
We were too persistent in our gayety. Noth- 
ing seemed serious from 1926 to 1929. We 
just laughed, never thinking 
of serious 


things, allowing our judgment and our sense 
of fitness to rust from non-use. We showed 
less sense than nonsense. 


With the crash wreckage all about us we 


are laughing again—conscious of impending 
crashes—but laughing. It may be all right to 
laugh at ourselves but possibly our situation 
should be taken more seriously. Maybe laugh- 
ing at ourselves is all right, but laughing at 
serious situations affecting human existence 
is another thing. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


Those who have been following railway 


negotiations with employes have noted that 
W. F. Thlehoff is spokesman for the rail ex- 
ecutives. W. F. Thiehoff is a former Burling- 
ton man. He was here in the second derade 
of the present century as general superin- 
tendent of the Burlington. From here he went 
to Omaha and from there to Chicago as gen- 
eral manager. He came to Lincoln from the 
Missouri lines of the road and has teen with 
the Burlington for many years. He has many 
friends in Nebraska. 


THEY'RE OFF*I 


Another former Nebraskan figures in the 


week's news. He is Gov. E C. Johnson of 
Colorado. Twelve convicts of the Canon City 
penitentiary are to be selected who will sub- 
ject themselves to inoculation of tuberculosis 
germs to test a new serum that it is hoped 
may prove to be a cure for this ailment. More 
than a hundred volunteers have asked to be 
given the test, the reward being a possible 
pardon if they survive. From the big list the 
warden will select twenty-four convicts. From 
this list the governor will select twelve con- 
victs who will be given the test, considering 
the crimes committed, the length of sentence 
served, the convict record and the health of 
the applicants. Among the volunteers is a life 
term, red haired, woman who was sent up for 
murdering her stepchild. 


The Missouri river has a habit of find- 


ing a new channel here and there and some- 
times these new channels leave bridges on dry 
land or connect an island with one shore 
of the river. Not long ago the federal engin- 
eers were asked to save the Blair bridge 
from being left where it would not serve as 
a river crossing. Now the Yankton bridge is 
in danger, the river cutting a new channel on 
the Nebraska side and the state Is appealed 
to for aid in getting federal funds to save the 
bridge. These bridges cost big money, uerve 
as a real convenience to people on both sides 
of the stream, and the residents of the com- 
munities served are serious in their efforts to 
keep them in service. 


It may be a woman's prerogative to fib 


about her age and it may be gentlemanly to 
remember a woman's birthday but not her 
age1, but if such is the case, Governor Rolph 
of California has violated this prerogative and 
is certainly no gentleman. A San Francisco 
woman sought reappointment as a notary 
public and the governor was ready to sign 
the new commission when he asked the wo- 
man's age. His secretary told him that she 
said it was 30. Rolph recalled that in 1924 
she had said it was 33, in 1930 she gave it as 
30 and now she gives it as 30. The governor 
felt that she had thereby disqualified herself 
and refused to grant the commission. 


The French authorities have announced 


that the twenty-five year campaign has been 
brought to a close and the Berbers, those 
fighting natives of Morocco and Tunisia, have 
been subdued. The foreign legion is again 
victorious. The authorities have evidently for- 
gotten that only a year ago they made the 
same announcement. And a year or two be- 
fore that the news that the Berbers were sub- 
dued and peace would reign hence forward in 
French colonies in northern Africa was broad- 
cast It is beginning to look as tho the French 
victory in that area is an annual event A 
victory is announced, promises of peace are 
broadcast and then fighting develops and an- 
other extended campaign is fought and an- 
other celebration of victory and peace an- 
nounced. 


Samuel Insull. sailing the purple seas that 


kissed the prows of Ulysses' ships, is com- 
pared with that legendary adventurer by one 
of his home town papers. Like Ulysses, it 
points out he has stuffed his ears with wax 
so he may not hear what song the sirens 
sing. He will not be lured back with sub- 
poenas, warrants and visas. He is not anxious 
to return home, as Ulysses was not In spite of 
the story the earlier adventurer concocted to 
tell Penelope about how hard he tried to steer 
homeward. But no one envies this modern ad- 
venturer. His exploits on the Mediterranean 
•will not be chronicled in imperishable verse. 
Insull is an object of pity and a fugitive from 
justice who is being hounded from port to 
port and who has no place where he can set- 
tle down and rest 


It is interesting to note that Will Hays 


is still on the job as protector of public morals 
and has refused to permit the making and 
showing of films depicting the life and ad- 
ventures of John Dillinrer. It will be noted, 
however, that Mr. Hays was not on the job 
sufficiently to prevent the making and show- 
Ing of a film in which Dillinger's father was 
permitted to discuss briefly his son's career 
and hi? opinion of his son. •which, naturally, is 
rather high. Fortunately the film could not 
have done much harm since the elder Dillin- 
jrer was presented in such manner and the 
character of his speech was such that the 
audience was inclined to laugh and few. ex- 
cept the very young, took what he said seri- 
ously. It might have bern otherwise, how- 
ever, and Will Hays deserves no credit for 
permitting the production and exhibition of 
thi? film.

The woods are filled with the voices of 


birds on sunshiny days.

The Metropolitan Life company, compil- 


ing statistics on the mortality rate for babies 
less than one year old, finds that Nebraska 
and Oregon have much lower infant mortality 
rates than those that prevail in the country 
as a whole.

For 
the country at large, in 1915, at least 100 out 
of every -1,000 babies born alive died before 
their first anniversary, while in 1932 these 
deaths had dropped to 58 for each 1,000 live 
births.

While the United 
States stands high in this respect a few coun- 
tries can report better conditions still. In 
New Zealand the infant mortality rate has 
been reduced to 31 per 1,000 live births.

VALUE OF SURVEYS. 


Efficiency experts, good business men 


and corporation managers have long set great 
store on intelligent surveys made of their 
business affairs. Government has been slower 
to see the necessity for such surveys, or if the 
need has been recognized the effort to secure 
basic statistics has been feeble. 


Under the CWA a great many city sur- 


veys have been made These have involved 
many phases of government and have dealt 
with problems that could not be intelligently 
approached without a basis from which to 
work. 
The swveys in some instances have 


been arranged merely to find work for men. 
but in other cases they have come in recog- 
nition c,f the need for information. 


While tbe city of Lincoln was discussing 


a new traffic ordinance, while the Jaw was 
being framed and tie safety measures dis- 
cussed, a survey of city traffic was under 
way. That is now practically complete and 
the results will soon be made known. The 
survey was not so complete as it should have 
been to develop information wanted, but it 
*ill contain much needed statistics. 


Since the passage of the new traffic or- 


dinance flaws have been found that necessi- 
tate some revision. Revision of this ordinance 
should await the publication of the traffic 
survey. The public should have a report that 
can be studied and analyzed. After that law 
changes necessary may be mere intelligently 
considered, in the lieht of what the survey 
may snow 
Tbe survey figures should be 


jfiven to the public for study while traffic 
law arr.fTiments are under consideration, that 
proper return may be Dad for money spent. 


Every now and then a story gets into the 


papers about the mechanization of the artillery 
and the displacement of horses in army units 
by trucks and tractors. Maj. John M. Jenkins, 
acting adjutant of the Seventh corps area, 
Omaha, and instructor for the two reserve 
field artillery regiments in Nebraska, was as- 
signed this subject for a talk before the Lan- 
caster reserve officers meeting last week and 
disposed of it in a very efficient and brief 
manner: He explained that he didn't know 
much about the subject He had heard of the 
mechanical units but he was still concerned 
with horse drawn equipment and problems for 
artillery organizations are figured on that 
basis. He was once ordered to go with a 
mechanized outfit from Louisville, Ky., down 
into Georgia over tbe mountains of Tennessee. 


Each frosty morning in the mountains the 


men went out to face those huge mechanical 
monsters, the caterpillar tractors. Finally 
some brave spirit after much cranking, would 
get his started and proceed to tow all the 
other tractors in the balallion until they too 
were going. After this battle the unit was 
ready to move. The major did not have to 
go into 'any more detail. Most of the officers 
had had experience with those huge five ton 
army trucks which, after standing over night 
are almost impossible to start even in warm 
weather. Realizing that a big tractor is two 
or three times the problem of the trucks, they 
knew what the major thought of mechanized 
artillery in its present status. 


Land owners can be found in Kearney 


county who will tell you that year after year 
that region has lost in crop productive power. 
Where once good crops of corn were grown 
and wheat yields were high the opposite is 
now the rule. The salvation of a large area 
east and west of that county is more water 
on the soil. The government talks about elec- 
tric plants and power distribution. The great 
need in that country is not electric toasters 
and curling irons but water in the soil. If the 
government wants to help these people, they 
argue, some means must be provided for sav- 
ing the runoff of rain and snow and getting 
it onto the land that lacks only water to make 
the territory .-ich. Some of this upland terri- 
tory is near the divide that separates the 
drainage of the two rivers, the Platte and the 
Republican, and the fear that Platte river 
water may find a way to the Republican has 
worked against the development of the larger 
plan that would store water in great recep- 
tacles to be drawn upon as used. 


After all the big problem is where to get 


the water. 
Because there is a shortage of 


water there is opposition between advocates 
of one scheme and the friends of another. Be- 
cause there is water shortage there is con- 
tention between three states. Colorado and 
Wyoming want to take water at its source. If 
they do that, Nebraska, which furnishes the 
drainways over 500 miles of prairie land that 
slopes to the east will be the loser. The con- 
troversy has been considered at Washington 
and some day must be settled there. An in- 
genious Nebraska congressman, aided by some 
Colorado engineers, has suggested a happy 
compromise. It is that water be taken, out 
of the Colorado river, run thru the continental 
divide and emptied into the South Platte river 
thru its Big Thompson tributary. That scheme 
may not be exactly new but it serves well. It 
takes water from a river where the water 
right has been allocated. It carries it to an- 
other part of the same state for use for a 
laudable purpose. It empties the unused por- 
tion and the seepage into a drainway that has 
been robbed by irrigators.

The succession of calamities that over- 


took him have been so thoroly related as to 
be common table talk. Almost from the be- 
ginning of the economic upset Job had the 
telling of a hard luck story more unanimous 
than any ever before reduced to writing. When 
first heard from he was accounted a man of 
great wealth and influential accordingly, but 
as we are led to infer his livestock wandered 
away, his crops were destroyed by the boll 
weavil, a cholera epidemic decimated his fam- 
ily, and his own health was in a 
condition.

FOOTNOTES. 


During the past fall and winter the need 


for employment of idle men in Nebraska has 
rather overshadowed the need for water for 
dry land. Therefore in most of the discussions 
of the Sutherland water and power project 
the employment feature has been emphasized, 
the power possibilities have been dwelt upon, 
and there has been little beard concerning tbe 
great value of water storage to lands In the 
Platte valley that require more water to pro- 
duce good crops. The power possibilities and 
the concern felt over its delivery at equitable 
rates alike to cities and distributing corpora- 
tions were discussion topics, but the fact is 
that the word power lends itself to politics 
and its mention always causes a search for 
motives. 


If Colorado can add to the flow of the 


South Plattte river Nebraska will appreciate 
that The South Platte is non-existent during 
a large part of the year. Congressman Car- 
penter, if successful in inducing Colorado to 
accept his plan for water use, will have 
served his own district well. 
He will have 


defeated one effort to rob the North Platte 
and will have insured a heavier flow for the 
south river. If engineers report the plan 
feasible, a few millions spent there would 
greatly benefit three states. 
Wyoming and 


Nebraska would benefit by retaining North 
Platte water, and Colorado and Nebraska 
would benefit by turning a new flood into the 
South Platte. 


And all of this is an old story, oft re- 


peated, published many times in every Ne- 
braska paper, and yet an absorbing subject 
for conversation and contention wherever 
mentioned. Nebraska streams waste water in 
the flood season and need more water in tbe 
dry season. Maybe while we seek to conserve 
what we have we should look for new sources 
of supply for the streams that flow thru a 
fertile section of the state that needs only 
water to produce wealth.

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Nebraska's unusual position among farming 


states is emphasized again by a report from 
Washington recently showing Kansas ranks 
tenth in the union in mineral production. For 
general purposes, both Kansas and Nebraska 
are classified as farming states. Yet the in- 
come from mineral resources in Kansas in 
recent years has been greater than the re- 
turns from her wheat fields, and Kansas is 
the greatest bread grain producer in the 
United States. 


Actually, none of these so-called agricul- 


tural states in the Mississippi valley and in 
the south is dependent so utterly upon the re- 
turns from the farm as Nebraska, save North 
Dakota. Mississippi, and South Carolina. 


The last complete figures for mineral 


production for all the states are for 1930. 
and are as follows: 


Alabama, $55,461,985. 
Georgia, $12,830,845. 
Indiana, $79,226,808. 
Kansas, $100,253,311. 
Louisiana, $71,929,038. 
Missouri, $69,084,500.

In the Rocky Mountain region where ac- 


tivity is divided between mining and farming, 
these figures are given for 1930:

Wyoming, $46,735,184. 
We speak of these states as mining states, 


because it has been recognized as the predom- 
inant occupation of their peoples, and yet 
each and every one of them is a large pro- 
ducer of grain or livestock, or it supports 
other branches of agriculture.

Now by way of contrast, the following 


figures reflect the income derived from min- 
erals in 1930 hi four states: 


Nebraska, $4,962,012. 
Mississippi, $1,774,621, 
South Carolina, $3,341,051. 
North Dakota, $3,056,493. 
Only the two baby states—of pint cup 


size—Delaware and Rhode Island, had less in 
mineral wealth than these four strictly farm- 
ing states. They are wholly industrial, with' 
mills and factories to provide opportunitieslp 
for gainful employment for their people. For* 
that matter, South Carolina, since the exodus 
of mills from New England into the Pied- 
mont district in -North Carolina, also has 
acquired large manufacturing centers, leaving 
only the three—Nebraska, North Dakota, and 
Mississippi—where agriculture is the sole in- 
dustry. In many of the cornbelt states— 
notably Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri and 
Ohio—mineral wealth and farm activities are 
supplemented with manufacturing. Much the 
same situation exists in the southern states 
of Alabama, Louisiana, and Tennessee. 


It should carry an impressive lesso; 


home to the people of Nebraska. The time 
approaching when, due to exhaustion of the 
soil, unless steps are taken to conserve its 
fertility, it will be necessary to transfer our 
activities to other occupations than farming. 
We haven't any mineral wealth to fall back 
upon. All around us, there are deposits of 
oil, of coal, and in some instances, the valu- 
able metals. If Nebraska has any wealth of 
this kind, it is yet to be uncovered, for any 
effort in this direction has been futile in a 
large measure. 


Nor is there any hope of establishing ex- 


tensive industrial development 
At present 


and for some time to come, America has and 
will have all the factories needed. The pres- 
ent industrial establishments are adequate 
not only to supply the domestic market with 
all of its requirements, but it is capable of 
turning out more manufactured goods than 
foreign countries are able to buy of us. And 
so, while we reasonably may anticipate fac- 
tories which will convert foodstuffs used on 
the farm into the finished products, there is 
no foundation for believing there will be any 
elaborate industrial growth tending to ease 
or soften the hardships falling to the lot of our 
people when it becomes necessary to abandon 
their farm homes. 


Except for the more western counties, we 


have been drawing upon the so:l for over fifty 
years. Along the Missouri river, much of tho 
settlement extends back seventy to seventy- 
five years. It ia here where soil erosion has 
wrought the greatest havoc, but because of its 
great depth and its richness, the results have 
been less painful. Now. however, decreasing 
annual yields are beginning to suggest danger 
signals. In many of the central and central 
western Nebraska counties, the change is 
even more apparent It will take deliberate 
planning and action to avert the crisis which 
confronted many of the older eastern states, 
and which will be upon us within another 
twenty-five years, unless recognized and 
checked- 


A deserted farm boine is a familiar sight 


all thru Connecticut Pennsylvania, New York 
state, and some of the southern states. The 
soil simply wiii not product without the use 
of commercial fertilizers, entailing such heavy 
expense that the farm can not be made to 
pay. 
Mercifully, the crisis came to those 


states at a time when thru population had 
but to turn from farming to manufacturing. 
No such good fortune awaits Nebraska. She 
must protect herself and preserve her 3 arm- 
ing industry.

NY report which would

ing facts would be obliged to

In using the 
phrase "what 
is being done" 
I am c o n- 
scious of taking refuge in a 
banal generalization. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has spoken of 
it as a "readjustment" — I 
quote from his message to 
conga-ess on January 3 last: 
*fc.. a permanent readjust- 
ment of many of our ways pf 
thinking and therefore of 
many of our social and eco- 
nomic arrangements." 


I imagine thos< phrases to have 


been, on Mr. Roosevelt's part, a 
consciously restrained way of de- 
scribing what Is in fact a revolu- 
tion. Mr. Roosevelt rarely uses dir- 
ectly the -word "revolution." Some 
of his associates, sympathetic to 
•what he is doing, say, as in ad- 
miration of his political astuteness 
and his skill in words, that In all 
his campaign last year, he used 
the word "revolution" only once. 


AeU Are Revolutionary. 


What Mr. Roosevelt Is doing, 


however, is revolutionary. The dras- 


tic quality of his actions, relative 
to the mildness, or innocuous in- 
directness, of his words, has led to 
a "wise-crack," a modified version 
of a familiar old saying: "President 
Roosevelt's bite is worse than his 
bark." 
Ii Mr. Roosevelt avoids, publicly 


at least, the word "revolution," the 
radicals who compose the energetic 
majority of his administration do 
not refrain. They speak frankly of 
what they are doing as a revolution 
—they use the word with pride in 
their actions, with confidence in 
what they hope to accomplish. 
Call it "readjustment" or "revo- 


lution" or by any name whatever, 
all that needs to be said for the 
purpose of this article is that many 
persons oppose it, and many more 
would oppose it if they understood 
what it is—especially what it con- 
templates, the ultimate phase which 
is its objective and will be attained 
unless there is prompt and effective 
opposition. 
G. O. P. Opposition Handicapped. 


The only existing organized oppo- 


sition is the republican party—and 
for this purpose the 
republican

is seriously 
handicapped. 


When, 
for 
example, 
Chairman 


Everett Sanders, of the republican 
national committee, issues a blast 
against the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, the natural reaction of great 
numbers of people is to assume 
that Mr. Sanders and the repub- 
licans would be issuing some kind 
or other of blast no matter what 
the d e m o c r a t i c administration 
might be doing. 


The very fact that opposition 


comes from republicans as such, 
numbs its effect. It is without 
doubt a fact that if Mr. Roosevelt 
had followed any course whatever, 
the republican party would be op- 
posing him. Consequently,

republicans are opposing, and what 
the administration is. doing, is 
merely some sort of ordinary dem- 
ocratic program. The truth Is, it is

CARBOLICLESS CHESTS. 
When I was a young doctor I was 
much too young and too earnest to 
suit people who like a doctor to 
breeze in with a- funny story or a bit 
of amusing gossip to spring on the 
patient or family to take every- 
body's mind off the mam matter— 
which is that the doctor doesn't 
know or try much to find out what 
ails the patient, since everybody is 
satisfied to go on for a while think- 
ing it is just a "cold" or a "touch 
cf grip" or "a nervous breakdown" 
from overwork. 


One of my early shocks in prac- 
tice was the case of » girl of 16 who 
had a spat with her older sister 
and in a fit of petulance decided 
to "end it all" and drank a quan- 
^tity of pure liquefied carbolic acid 
The girl's mother had always kept 
a bottle of carbolic acid in 
the 
house for use as an "antiseptic" or 
"disinfectant." 


Was it justifiable to keep such a 
dangerous poison in the house for 
any such purpose? I kept asking 
myself. 


As a callow interne with a good 
deal of curiosity I had learned that 
one can dip the hands for a mo- 
ment hi practically pure carbolic 
acid containing just enough water 
to liqijefy it, and then when the 
skin is whitened hold the hands for 
a few minutes in pure pain alco- 
hol and the alcohol will completely 
neutralize the effect of the carbolic 
acid and leave the skin quite nor- 
mal. 


This effect of alcohol is utilized 
by some surgeons when they touch 
or swab the stump left when they 
cut off the appendix, first with 
carbolic, then with alcohol, before 
•they close the wound. 
Never Keep Carbolic. 
I do not believe pure carbolic acid 


should ever be kept in the home at 
all. As an antiseptic for applica- 
tion to any cavity, mucous mem- 
brane or wound it is much too pois- 
onous The use of carbolic salve on 
minor wounds or burns of a finger 
has produced gangrene and loss of 
the finger in many instances. Ab- 
sorption of the poison thru the mu- 
cous membrane or thru a wound 
nas seriously damaged the kidneys 
in many instances. The resources 
of modern medicine provide anti- 
septics which are more efficient dis- 
couragers of germ life and less dan- 
gerous in any case where carbolic 
might be used 


Boric acid ointment is the safe 
sound substitute for carbolic 
salve in the household. Or use Ol' 
Doc Salve if you want something 
that is handy and effective as an 
all-around first aid remedy for 
bites and burns, scratches and cuts, 
stings and eruptions. This soothing 
salve should be put up only in col- 
lapsible tubes, not in jars or boxes. 
I hate like anything to a<lmit that 
an old drug drummer first intro- 
duced the salve to me as one of 
the "specialties" supplied to psjsi- 
cians by his house, a Philadelphia 
firm. They called it "lyptoline" and 
described it as an "ozonized oint- 
ment, deodorant, disinfectant, anti- 
septic, 
non-irritant, 
stimulant," 


which is really a- modest descrip- 
tion—for a medicine manufacturer. 
I call it Ol' Doc Salve and assure 
you I know of nothing more satis- 
factory as a soothing protective 
dressing in such minor emergencies 
as indicated. • 
For Itching or Irritation. 


Aside from the risk of phenol 
(carbollce) poisoning, grave injury 
to the kidneys, local gangrene, I 
am convinced th&t dressings or 
salve of any kind containing phe- 
nol interfere with and greatly re- 
tard the natural healing process in 
any case. 
The soothing or benumbing ef- 
fect of phenol might be desirable in 
some circumstances where there is 
suffering from pain, itching, burn- 
ing or irritation of any kind, but 
not by any means is such treatment 
desirable in ordinary wounds or 
sores where prompt healing is ex- 
pected. There are on the market a 
number of salves which have been 
widely exploited and which contain 
as their mam ingredient phenol 
(carbolic acid) more or less dis- 
guised. One such salve which has 
been promoted as the right first aid 
application for burns, sunburn and 
minor wounds, is virtually a carbolic 
salve and retarded healing of the 
burn or wound is the only effect I 
have ever noticed from the salve— 
except that its peculiar odor seems 
to attract flies 
Never dip into a jar or box of salve 
for the dressing of a wound, unless 
you are certain the salve has just 
been sterilized by heat. Only a con- 
tainer which has not been previously 
opened is likely to offer an uncon- 
taminated ointment for such pur- 
pose.

not ordinary. But much of the 
country will think it is ordinary so 
long as it is only the republicans 
who conspicuously oppose it. The 
republicans monopolizing the op- 
position is a condition which facili- 
tates, rather than Interferes with, 
the administration going on toward 
its objectives. 


Leaders Discredited. 
The republicans are handicapped 


in another way. Many of the old 
republican leaders are—the word 
is not too strong—discredited. When 
the public reads that ex-Senator 
James E. Watson, of Indiana, wants 
to displace Everett 
Sanders &s 


chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee, the public, I 
suspect, shrugs its shoulders and 
keeps on its way. 
That there is little truth In the 


story does not matter. Every and 
any emergence of names of the 
long familiar 
republican leaders, 


the republican professional office- 
holder type of the past thirty to 
forty years—every emergence of 
such as opponents of the Roosevelt 
administration, or as aspirants to 
power in place of the democrats— 
every such Incident, I suspect, is 
rather an aid to Mr. Roosevelt. 


From time to tune there is an- 
other sort of development, among 
the republicans. There is talk of 
"new blood," "new leadership." That 
might help. But the time is rather 
short. We are on the eve of a cam- 
paign for a whole new lower house, 
and for a third of the senate. Nom- 


inations will begin in a few weeks, 
the campaign between the two par- 
ties will be under way by July or 
August, and the election will take 
place in November. 
To 
reorganize rne republican 
party in the sense of getting new 
leadership in all or most of the 
states would take a longer time 
than is available for the purpose of 
Influencing the outcome of the com- 
ing congressional elections. 
Similarly, the t'me is too short 


for a new party. At least, the time 
is too short for a new party that 
can have a major part In the com- 
ing concessional election. Condi- 
tions may possibly make a new 
party inevitable by the next presi- 
dential election, in 1936. But that 
may be too late to arrest the revo- 
lution. 
If next fall a congress is elected 
which does Mr. Roosevelt's will as 
generally as the present one has, 
In that event, with two more years 
of 
revolutionary legislation, 
the 
process will have gone too far by 
1936 to be arrested, except by a 
subsequent counter-revolution. 


Moreover, organization of a new 
party would take even more time 
than reorganization of the repub- 
lican party. Organization of a new 
party may readily occur, it may 
force itself as a result of the novel 
and deep-reaching conditions. About 
a new party one thing can be said. 
What is going on is so vital that 
the need of effective opposition for 
the sake of public debate and un- 
derstanding is imperative. 
If it should be necessary for the 


republican party to disappear, and 
for existing republican leaders and 
figure-heads to step aside, that 
price would not be too much to 
pay.The Ideal quarter for a new party 
to start from would be from among 
the democratic leaders. That is the 
merit of David Lawrence's sugges- 
tion of a new party to be called a 
"constitutional democratic party." I 
say from among the "democratic 
leaders." "Democratic leaders'* is a 
broad phrase. Read literally, it in- 
cludes all democratic leaders. Even 
so, it is not much too broad. 
Perhaps I should say "democratic 
leaders of the type of Senator Car- 
ter Glass, of Virginia." But Senator 
Glas merely happens to be the one 
conspicuous democratic leader who 
has spoken publicly in the sever- 
est posible disapproval of what the 
Roosevelt administration is doing. 
Senator Glass becomes, therefore, 
about the only one who can 
be

Subsistence Farm Plan Typical 
Aftermath Of Depression-Medlar 


BY ARTHUR W. MEDLAR. 


All industries compete for labor 
and there If a more or less con- 
stant flow of labor from one in- 
dustry into others which pay high- 
er wages. The movement of labor 
from the farms to the city indus- 
tries and the flow back again to 
the farms is 'more noticeable than 
the flow of labor to other indus- 
tries within the city. The length 
of time required to over-crowd any 
industry varies with economic con- 
ditions. 
The flow of labor from country 
to city is usually readily absorbed. 
But when the, tide turns 
and 
workers must return to farms in 
order to secure 
food, the malad- 
justment 
is very striking. The 


farms are all full; the farmer has 
reorganized his business, he needs 
less labor and so the laborer who 
desires to "come back" faces a hard 
situation. He is forced to seek new 
lands or to break up the estab- 
lished size of farms into 
smaller 


units. 
May Lack Capital. 


It may happen that the coun- 


try-ward flow occurs 
at a time 
when 
agricultural 
production 
is 
greater 
than the markets can 
profitably handle. 
The new agri- 
cultural producer 
must 
compete 
with the well-established 
farmer 


and has but small chance of fi- 
nancial success. 
Besides he may 
have tried to remain in the other 
industries so long that he has 
used up his small accumulation of 
capital for his daily living. He has 
no means of purchasing a tract of 
land nor of securing equipment so 
that he may rent a farm suitable 
for his needs. 
A g r i c u 11 u ral-minded workers 


know that food and shelter may be 
secured from the farms. In their 
desperation they demand from the 
government the opportunity to own 
land on which they may live in 
security so far as shelter and food 
are concerned. 
Our government 
has 
generally 
been able to meet these 
demands 


by opening up new lands through 
sale of pub!!; lands or irrigation of 
suitable lanti.%. We seem to have 
reached the limit on these two 
classes of land and yet there comes 
a fresh demand for land bv the 
unemployed. 
Plan Subsistence Farms.

paign, has been appointed as di- 
rector of the movement. It seems 
to be the plan for the workers to 
produce only what they can use 
and not to place any agricultural 
products on the markets in compe- 
tition with the regular 
agricul- 
tural producers. This is something 
new in 
federal experiments; the 
producer must be the consumer of 
his own goods. 
The plan is to establish 
these 
plots of land near an already es- 
tablished industry where part time 
employment may be secured. Or it 
may be that the 
plots and new 
industry will be developed togeth- 
er. The aim of the movement; seems 
to be to afford the industrial work- 
er an opportunity to supplement 
his earning 
in industry 
with a 
supply of food from his own land. 


May Receive Loans. 


The plan will probably afford the 
worker the opportunity of owning 
a small improved tract of land. Al- 
though no definite information has 
yet been 
released, it is supposed 
that the land and the 
dwelling 
will cost the 
worker only about 


$2,500 and that he will be able to 
secure this as a loan from the gov- 
ernment. He will, therefore, in the 
end not have to pay rent but only 
a nominal tax upon his 
modest 
home. 
This movement is not an entire- 


ly new idea. There has always been 
a group of workers in the villages 
and smaller towns who has de- 
pended upon farm work during 
busy seasons lor most of their in- 
come but has supplemented this 
wage by odd jobs in the village 
with a good sized "garden, and often 
with some poultry and a cow. 


The larger cities are surrounded 


by acreages and small 
gardens 


where families engaged in industry 
most of the time may be produc- 
ing fruits and vegetables both for 
their own use and for sale in local 
markets. The New England states 
and the Atlantic seaboard states 
have developed this sort of sub- 
sistence farms through many de- 
cades. 


The demand for such farms has 
always increased during industrial 
depressions. Included in this num- 
ber of small farms are some truck 
and poultry farms which 
afford 


full time employment for the oper- 
ator. There has been an increase 
in the number of farms -mder 20 
acres in size in each of the last 
three census reports. This indicates 
that with the decreasing rural 
population there has been an effort 
on the part of industrial workers 
to secure at least part of their 
livelihood from the land. 


New Classification Given. 


The fifteenth census gives a new 


classification of farms which, prob- 
ably, has a direct bearing on the 
problem under discussion. There is 
a type or division of farms called 
self-sufficing farms. On these farms 
the operators utflize for their own 
consumption more than half of the 
products grown. These farms, in a 
measure, tvpify the problem which 
our federal government is attempt- 
ing to solve. 


The individual—since he is an 


individualist—is not •* Jling to cease 
production when be has supplied 
his own needs for food. He wants 
| to go on producing and marketing 
so long as his land and his labor 
will brins In added satisfaction to 
his family livlne. Consequ«ntlv he 
| will not be raided in his produc- 
tion bv the fact that if he puts 
| agricultural products on the market 
he •srfll injure some other's trade 
who Is already growing the same 
class of products which he now de- 
sires to sell. 


He not onl- docs not b'iv his 


food supply from agricultural pro- 
duo*rs as he fwmeriy did. but he 
now offers his surplus products on 
a market where demand has de- 
creased. 


Perhaps this clash of interests 
mar be removed or pertly correc';- 
ed if the nc* federal plans wort 
out

fici-nc; farms as developed bv Jn- 
tSrofliMls ovrr tr:?

8 per c'-Tii rf aVj 
farms. That means that approxim- 


ately one farm out of each 12 is a 
self-sufficing farm. However, these 
farms comprise only 3 per cent of 
the farm land in the United States. 


Where Problem Is Important. 
This phase of the problem In- 


dicates that from the standpoint of 
land utilization this type of farm 
Is only of minor importance. In 
the industrial east 6 per cent of 
the farms are classed as self-suf- 
ficing. In the Mississippi valley, 
the western coast states and the 
west south central states only 4 
per cent of the farms are self-suf- 
ficing. 


In our state only 2 per cent of 


the farms comprising one-half of 
one per cent of the farm land be- 
long to this class. 


But in the south Atlantic and 
the east south central states one 
farm out of every seven is of the 
self-sufficing type. It is in this 
area that the government will prob- 
ably undertake in earnest its new 
experiment of correlating industry 
and agriculture for the benefit of 
the individual worker. 


It may be readily inferred from 


the foregoing facts that where 
agriculture is the dominant indus- 
try there is little need for super- 
vision of the laborer's time. In- 
dividuals and groups have largely 
solved this problem. But where 
other industries strongly compete 
with agriculture for labor the prob- 
lem occurs often and is more acute 
in penods of depression. 


Probably the self-sufficing farm 


or the subsistence farm should be- 
come a permanent factor in our 
American life. The number of such 
farms should be limited and their 
operation should in no way disrupt 
the regular business of farming for 
long periods. Persons desiring to 
operate 
subsistence 
farms 
must 


realize that standards of living will 
probably be low compared with 
either normal industrial workers 
or farmers who make fanning a 
business. It may afford security in 
the items of shelter and of food. 


The operation of these farms 


probably should be limited to areas 
of least natural h a z a r d from 
weather or insect pests. Land which 
is to be worked by hand labor 
should be the most productive land 
obtainable. The precipitation should 
be seasonable and adequate for 
vegetables and small fruits. And 
finally persons who desire to oper- 
ate subsistence farms must realize 
that there will be no opportunity 
to increase their cash income from 
agricultural products. 


The success of subsistence farms 
will depend very largely, from the 
federal viewpoint, on the thorough- 
ness with which the operators ful- 
fill the intent of the plan. Careless 
production on these farms may 
jeopardize the movement. Wilful 
misuse may destroy any advantage 
gained by this class of workers and 
work a hardship upon the fanner 
regularly employed in the farming 
business.

The thing that makes our position, 
who adore Him, tenable at all is 
that these things are not the law, 
but against the law. 


Men who wax fat on plagues, 
panics, wars, on ignorance and 
helplessness could hardly have al- 
lowed so profitable an avenue as 
this one to escape them. Believers 
who are taught to be meek, to 
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love their enemies, to give when 
they are asked, and forgive when 
they are injured—what a. field for 
human power and cupidity to ex- 
ploit, and how bitterl;- it has been 
exploited! 


Real Solution. 


But the diamond that is the Ser- 


mon on the Mount, hidden under 
wrong and ignorance, shines on 
still. And some of us believe today 
just as firmly as His own apostles 
could have believed, that His was 
indeed the secret of happiness and 
harmony among men, and His is 
the only solution. We believe that 
if he who had two coats had al- 
ways imparted to him who had 
none, that if an enemy, compelling 
a man generations ago, centuries 
ago, 
to walk with him one mile 


had been voluntarily accompanied 
for another two, that wrong and 
injustice would have vanished long 
before this from the world. Who 
knows what amity might not have 
been established between two of 
God's sons, upon that walk of two 
more miles? 


We believe that there never need 
have been slums nor hunger in the 
world—not through law-making and 
punishment and crusades and en- 
forcements, but by only the mem- 
ory of the voice that said "Blessed 
are the meek, give and it shall be 
given unto you. forgive as you 
would be forgiven." 


Love Among Men. 


We believe that if men had loved 
each other, instead of fighting each 
other, there would be one great 
nation in Europe now, instead of so 


many, and that the bloodshed of 
all the cruel long centuries would 
have been avoided. We believe that 
if, instead of multiplying churches, 
rituals, rules, instead of magnifying 
their own titles and importance, 
the self-styled ministers of Christ's 
law had only obeyed his simple 
and unmistakeable commands—fed 
the hungry, sheltered the destitute, 
forgiven injustices, remembered al- 
ways that the only Kingdom for 
which we care is the Kingdom 
within—Heaven would have come 
to earth. 


And the proof of this is that 
when men do follow, here and 
there in isolated cases, the actual 
letter of the law, with all it means 
in humility, goodness, service, the 
miracle comes alive again. Now and 
then among the armies of women

But the new Son of Beaven. who 


assumed the throne in the tend whence 
the horde poured out to overrun China, 
moved to his destiny in more orderly if 
less picturesque fisftim He stepped to 
the coronation cef«nonia* from an ex- 
pensive European car instead of the 
carpet-Addled back of a pony. About 
aim ranged Manchu oOclals aad trig 
military officers of Japan rather than 
the wad tribesmen of plain and desert 
The news of Us accession was spread 
Ml kf wOd-ridlng horsemen but 19 


radio, which broadcast the entire cere* 
mony. 


But though the background was mod- 


ern as the streamlined airplane, the 
essential nature of the ceremony was 
ancient as the creaking oxcart It oc- 
curred at sunrise, on a flat-topped 
mound of earth rising from the bleak 
Manchurian plain at the site of the 
future imperial palace, where Pn-Tl 
tendered to heaven a succession of 
sacrificial offerings.

Then he lit the sacred fire whose as- 
cending smoke symbolized the passage 
of his prayers to heaven. 


Daring the ceremony the Emperor 


ware a gorgeous robe of yellow silk—the

wtth blazing orchids of gold and em- 
bellished with delicate jade dragons. It 
was the robe that had draped his frail 
figure wnen he first mounted the throne 
of China as the last of the Manchus.

Not long ago Dr. John A. Larsen, fa- 


mous Chicago crinunologist, threw up his 
mental hands in despair over women 
falsifiers, penning this obviously honest 
wail: "Having worlted with liars of all 
ages and both sexes in the criminal lab- 
oratory, using all kinds of tncks and 
stratagems designed to trap untruth, 
with juvenile homes and courts, with 
police and court suspects, and with 
hardened habitual criminals to the 
penitentiary, the writer would prefer to 
attempt to secure a confession from a 
male, even a male many times convict, 
than from a first-time female offender." 


And denying that this reluctance was 


based on any diffidence in regard to the 
women, the brave fellow proceeded to 
declare that a college girl, bent on truth 
hiding, can cause more sorrow and diffi- 
culty for the trained lie detector_than 
the most confirmed masculine jailbird. 


However, there is no such ingenuous 


puzzlement involved in the recent in- 
vestigation conducted by Dr. Harry W. 
Hepner, business psychologist at Syra- 
cuse university, who probed the deceit 
propensities of 1000 dOsens — men, 
maidens and matrons. According to the

away from the orphanage recently by 
an ex-convict who intended to train the 
boy to be his assistant in burglaries and 
other offenses against the law. 


Luckily, Bobby was found and the ab- 


ductor caught. But what punishment 
•was meted out to the snatcher after- 
ward? A twelve-year sentence 1 


And this prompted Father John to 


censure roundly the lawyer handling the 
case. The priest hopes that by thus 
speaking out in protest, he may so 
arouse public sentiment that it will de- 
mand more severe penalties in an future- 
cases of this kind. He hopes thus to 
call attention of public officials to a 
menace that threatens to grow along 
with other rackets that have had a 
stranglehold on America. 


"The poor people whose children are 


kidnapped for criminal purposes," Father 
John declared, "are not as well protected 
as the wealthy whose children are kid- 
napped for ransom. Yet the child of a 
poor man is Just as valuable as that of 
one who can pay ransom. 


"I deem kidnapping for criminal pur- 


poses far more dastardly than kid- 
napping for ransom. Money can be re- 
placed, but the fine moral fiber of a 
Chfld cannot" 
'Bobble is the youngest chfld of Mrs. 
Linda Walsh, a widow who had been ill 
for some time when the kidnapping oc- 
curred. Her husband had been killed 
tn an accident several years previous 
and she had struggled to keep her 
brood of six together, but finally had 
been obliged to put Bobble and his sister, 
fcorralne, 12, in st James* Orphanage.

afterward, "that his only chfld. a boy $ 
years old, had been kflled by an auto 
tn Kansas city three months before, 
and that he and his wife Here anxious 
to adopt a boy to take the lost son's 
place.

formation blank which we require of an 
persons seeking to adopt children, and 
«old him this would be carefully cheeked 
and he would be advised shortly. Then 
he expressed a desire to view the de- 
partments In tbe orphanage, and I es- 
corted him around. 


"In the playroom on the first floor a 


group of boys Including Bobbie were 
playing and "Mr. Morris* immediately 
expressed a fancy for this boy. X ad- 
vised him Bobbie was not for adoption, 
but was in the orphanage only because 
his mother was HI and not able to pro- 
vide for him.

Dame, and remarked: "You're a nice boy. 


"We returned to the office and Mr. 


Morris took leave, while I went down- 
town to see my doctor. When I re- 
turned about 5 o'clock, the head sister

He calmly told them that he had been 
in prison for all but four months of the 
last fifteen years. 


In McDonald's room were found a 


.25-cabber automatic, burglar tools, a 
flashlight, screwdriver and other para- 
phernalia for house prowling. In his 
luggage was an odd assortment of cloth- 
ing, some of which had been stolen only 
a few days previous from the home of 
District Judge B. O. Hostettler, presi- 
dent of the Nebraska Association of Dis- 
trict Judges, at Kearney, Neb. 


Since getting out of prison, McDonald 


said, his ambition had been to "pull one 
big Job." He had been "planning this 
for years. And to carry out the plan— 
the full details' of which he did not re- 
veal—be needed a child accomplice. 
Hence, he had stolen Bobbie. 


Previously McDonald had found em- 


'ployment at the Kearney, Neb., Indus- 
trial School, and sought to obtain the 
guardianship of a boy inmate there— 
but in vain. So he went to Omaha and 
stole Bobbie.

rN DISCUSSING the penalty imposed
